What is Being Done at the New Res- 
ervolir. 


If Reno people find. the water riley 
for a few days they may attr*bute it to 
some very good work that is being 
done on the reservoir. Nine men and 
chree teams are at work gathering up 
the small rock on Evans’ field, between 
the Bishop’s Seminary and the reser- 


ped on the inside of the banks. Tne 
water has washed the banks consider- 


ably during the high winds of the 
summer, and it is necessary to protect 
them. There will be riprap all the 
way around, and that will prevent 
washing and at the same time high 
winds will not rile the water. Quite 
a sea can be kicked up on a lake of 15 
wcres, 8 feet deep. A carriage drive 
will be laid owt on the bank entirely 
around the reservoir, and it wili com- 
mand une of the fine-t views to be had 
vf Reno and the country south. A 
grove of trees will be set out this fall 
at the north-ea-t corner of the reser- 
voir. Five thousand cat fish will be 
placed in the water shortly, and there 
will be good fishing there next year. 
Every pains is taken to keep the water 
clean and pure. No one is allowed to 
bathe, nor are dogs allowed tv go in 
for game. It a man shoots a duck he 
must wait for it to” float asbore. The 
water is taken out of the Highland 
ditch, through a box 6x15 inches and 
led in open boxes to a settling reser- 
voir of an acre or so. Here ali the 
sawdust is left, and the stream carried 
to the reservoir, 1.400 feet, ina box 12 
inches square. The reservoir holds 
enough to supply the town three 
months, even if none at all came in. 
The town uses just about one hundred 
inches, miners’ measure. 


A FATAL DRAUCHT. 


One Hundred Head of Cattle Killed by 
a Drink of Alkaline Water. 


The drove of 600 cattle on the way 
here from Oregon for shipment to 
Oakland, has been detained on the 
road by sickness. On Thursday they 
were driven across a ditch on the old 
Billy Hood ranch in Long valley, and 
about 200 head stopped to drink. The 
water in the ditch had flowed through 


alkaline soil and was poisonous to the 
cattle in their heated condition. Fif- 
teen miles farther on they began to 
drop and die. The drove was stopped 
at Black’s, or the Inyard ranch, where 
it still remains. About 100 head have 
perished. 

The cattle had been purchased by 
Hayes, Carrick & Co., of Oakland, on 
u contract which calls for their deliv- 
ery at Reno. Consequently the loss 
falls on the stock man who raised 
them, whose name the reporter could 
not ascertain. Hayes came up from 
Oakland to see the cattle, and went 
back home last night. He says that 
350 head are all right and will be 
driven in on Sunday to be shipped 
Monday morning. The cattle still 
sick will probably soon recover. The 
loss by death will amount to about 
$3,000. 


The Hot Springs Salt Marsh. 

The salt marsh in Hot Springs val- 
ley recen'ly located by Chapin, Alex 
ander and Bridges, was surveyed 
several years ago by the Jones & Kin- 
kend Mining Co. It shows salt on 
the surface good. enough for milling 
purposes, and the Co. expected to draw 
their supply from the marsh. 
The origina: locators allowed their 
claim to lapse. The present locators 
propose to prospect the mash thor- 
ouhyuly, with a view to the production 
of fine salt. They will have prospect 
holes bored next week to a-certain 
the nature of the ground below the 
surface, and whether the marsh can 
be made to yield good sult in abund- 
ance or not.

Only one robber appeared in sight, 
but the voices of others were heard 
back from the road. The fellow took 
Wells-Fargo’s box and a lot of whisky 
samples, together with the mail. In 
the express box he got $900, but it is 
thought that itis the mail which he 
is after, for much more money is sent 
that way. In tact the men who rob- 
bed this stage the last time got $20,- 
000 in the mail. A Wells-Fargo de- 
tective will be sent from here to in- 
vestigate.
